At no point did he ever permit any real 
investigation and until the very end he prevented any. He never undertook to make 
any impartial assessment of the existing evidence and instead he tried to disprove 
what he did not ignore. The sole purpose of getting the critics together was to be 
able to say he had and to be able to work around what they produced. I refused to 
attend, based on earlier experiences. He didn't want me, anyway. 

Yes, there is another Oswald phone call, from the police station to his uncle's 
house. His cousin, the girl who'd married and moved to Texas, took that cill and got 
the local ward heeler to arrange the bail. 

The best proof, off the top of the head, that Ba^Lkey lied to you deliberately 
in telling you "he had no intention of confirming the lone assassin theory" is the 
complete and designed dishonesty of his alleged testing of the Oswald rifile and his 
narration about it.
